The lives of people can be reformed, and 
that is the very purpose of the Church. 
There have been times, during the 19 cen- 
turies of the Church's life when, chiefly 
because of the interference of kings and 
emperors, religion grew cold in some coun-

The same thing existed at the very time 
of Christ among those who were expected 
to govern the entire Israelitic Church. Did 
not Christ say to the people: “The Scribes 
and Pharisees sit on the Chair of Moses. 
Whatsoever, therefore, they shall say to 
you, observe and do; but according to their 
works do ye not; for they say and do not” 
(Matt. 23:2-3). 

Jesus Himself denounced the conduct

worst enemies of the Church have never 
been able to prove a single instance in 
which any Pope, speaking in the name of 
Christ for all Christendom, taught religious 
error. 

There was really no “reformation” of the 
Catholic Church at the time of Luther and 
Calvin and Zwingli and Knox and Henry 
VIIl. They happened to be contemporar- 
ies, differing from one another, hence all 
could not have been deputed by God to 
alter the nature or the teaching of the 
Church. 

One can hardly be said to be “a believer 
in Christ” unless he is a believer not only 
in Christ's divinity, but also in the promises 
He made to be with His Church “all days 
even unto the consummation of the world” 
(Matt. 28:29); and to send, the Holy Spirit 
to guide it and keep it in truth (John 14: 
16).
